SPECIAL ORDINANCE NO. S- S ' ft?- 7 £> 

AN ORDINANCE amending Special Ordinance No. 
S-264-69 to provide additional compensation 
to employees of the Board of Public Safety 
of the City of Fort Wayne who were ordered 
to report for additional hours of duty under 
an extreme emergency declared by the Mayor 
of the City of Fort Wayne and Board of Safety 
on September 5, 1970. 


WHEREAS, an extreme emergency was declared by the Mayor 
of the City of Fort Wayne and the Board of Public Safety on 
September 5, 1970; and 

WHEREAS, policemen, firemen, members of the Communication 
Department and Traffic Engineering Department, who are fully 
qualified policemen and firemen on assignment to said Departments, 
worked additional hours in excess of their regular shifts because 
of said declared state of extreme emergency; and 

WHEREAS, it is the concensus of the duly qualified 
authorities of the City of Fort Wayne that additional compensa- 
tion should be paid to said employees, who worked additional 
hours, as extreme emergency additional compensation and not 
in any way as additional paid salary; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That Special Ordinance No. S-264-69 is 
hereby amended to include in the 1970 Budget of the Board of 
Public Safety "Extreme Emergency Additional Compensation" as 
follows: That policemen, firemen, and members of the Communica- 

tion Department and Traffic Engineering Department of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, who are fully qualified policemen and 
firemen on assignment to said departments, who worked in 
excess of their regular and normal shifts as a result of an 
extreme emergency declared by the proper authority of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, on September 5, 1970, shall 
be paid $4.00 per hour for each hour worked by said employee 
in excess of their regular shifts as a result of said extreme 
emergency, and that all civilian members of any Department 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Public Safety shall be 
paid at their regularly established rate per hour for each and 


every hour worked by said employee in excess of their regular 
weekly hours during the period beginning September 5, 1970. 

SECTION 2. The acceptance of said additional 
compensation by all policemen, firemen, members of the 
Communication Department and Traffic Engineering Department 
and all civilian members of any department under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Public Safety of the City of 
Fort Wayne during said period of extreme emergency beginning 
September 5, 1970, shall constitute an acknowledgment by said 
employees that said additional compensation is money paid as 
emergency additional compensation and is and shall in no way be 
considered a part of any policeman's, fireman's, or employee's 
base salary and that said additional compensation shall in no 
way be considered a part of the salaries of any such policeman, 
fireman or other employee in computing retirement benefits for 
said individual. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.

Dear Mr. Arnold: 

Would you please prepare an amendment to the 1970 Civil Cit Salary 
Ordinance which would authorize the Board of Safety to make overtime nay 
to all employees under its jurisdiction for the hours they worked over 
and above their regular hours during the emergency curfew which was invoked 
by the Board of Safety and Mayor Zeis. 

The emergency under which this curfew was imposed lasted from September 5 
through September 9, and employees of the Board of Safety worked additional 
hours during all of these days. The curfew itself was imposed on September 5, 
and was lifted on September 7* 

The chiefs of the Police Department and Fire Department and myself dis- 
cussed the legality of the city paying additional compensation to employees 
under the Board of Safety, which would include the Police Department, Fire 
Department, Communications Department, and Traffic Engineering Department, 
with Robert Wickersham and Richard Worley, of the State Board of Accounts 
on October 28, 1970, and they advised as follows: 

1. The City of Fort Wayne, with the approval by the 
City Attorney, can amend the 1970 Salary Ordinance 
providing for the payment of additional compensation. 

2. The ordinance should set out that the money so paid 
should be disbursed as additional compensation made 
to employees' of the Board of Safety who were ordered 
to report for additional hours of duty under an extreme 
emergency declared by the Mayor and Board of Safety. 

3. That this amendment to the Salary Ordinance clearly 
state that the monies are being paid as emergency 
additional compensation to only those who worked 
additional hours, and that it shall in no means be 
considered as part of the policemen's and firemen's 
base salary, and that it shall not be considered as 
any part of their salaries upon which retirement benefits 
are to be computed.
